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Claim Amendments 

1 . (currently amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

one or more control components that connect with one or more mobile phones one or 
more toll-free calls placed by one or more users of one or more communication devices to one or 
more toll-free numbers associated with the one or more mobile phones; 

wherein the one or more control conqionents route the one or more toll-free calls to the 
one or more mobile phones; 

wherein the one or more control components commise a first control component and a 
second control component, wherein the one or more toll-free call s placed bv the one or more 
users of the one or r nnm rntTitp^ ^nication devices to the one or more toll-free num bers associated 
with the one or more mobile phones comprise a toll-free call placed bv a user of a 
communication device to a toll-free mmaber associated with a mobile phone: 

wherein the mobile phone is associated with the toll-free number and a standard 
telephone number: 

wherein the second control component adds a billing reco rd for the toll-free call to one or 
more billing records associated with the stnTiHgrrf telephone numben 

wherem the second control component consolidates the billing recor d of the toll-free call 
with the one or more billing records associated with the standard telephone number for an owner 
of the mobile phone . 
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2. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, whcffoin th e on e or more control 
compononts oompriGO a firot oontrol componont and a oooond oontrol oomponent» whoroin th e 
one or moro toll free oolla plac e d by th e ono or moro uflora of tho one or mor e communioation 
d e vio e s to the on e or moro toll froo numboro oooooiated with tho one or mor e mobilo phonec 
oomprip e a toll froo call plaood by a uo e r of a communication do^ao e to a toll free number 
oooooiated with a mobilo phon e ; 

wherein the first control component compares the toll-free number to one or more 
telephone numbers stored in a database component; 

wherein if the toll-free number matches one or more of the one or more telephone 
numbers located in the database, then the first control component passes the toll-free call through 
the second control component to bypass a service control point component responsible for 
translating one or more other toll-free mmibers of one or more other toll-free calls that are 
unassociated with the one or more mobile phones into one or more standard telephone numbers. 
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3. (original) The apparatus of claim 2, wherein the communication device comprises a 
telephonic device; 

wherein the first control component comprises a mobile switching center or a call state 
control function of a public switched telephone network; 

wherein upon placement of the toll-fiee call by the user of the telephonic device to the 
toll-free number, the mobile switching center or the call state control function of the switched 
tel^hone network passes the toU-fiw call through the second control component to bypass the 
service control point component. 

4. (original) The apparatus of claim 2, wherein the mobile phone comprises a first 
mobile phone, wherein the communication device comprises a second mobile phone; 

wherein the first control component comprises a mobile switching center or a call state 
control function of a public land mobile network; 

wh^in upon placement of the toll-free call by the user of the second mobile phone to the 
toll-free number of the first mobile phone, the mobile switching center or the call state control 
function of the first land mobile network passes the toU-fiiee call through the second control 
component to bypass the service control point component. 
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5. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, whoroin tho ono or more control 
oompon e nts comprioo a first oontrol oomponont and a twoond control componont» whoroin tho 
on e or moro toll froo oollo ploood by tho one or moro uoorp of th e ono or moro oommunioatioD 
doviooo to the on e or more toll froo numb e io oafiooiatod with th e on e or more mobilo phonoa 
oomprio e o toll fh30 coll ploood by a us e r of a oommunioation de\ic e to a toll froo nim abef 
oooooiot e d with a mobil e phon e ; 

wherein the first control component passes the toll-free call placed by the user of the 
communication device to the second control component, wherein the second control component 
routes the toll-free call to the mobile phone associated with the toll-free mmiber, 

6. (original) The apparatus of claim 5, wherein the second control component searches 
a home location register component for an entry associated with the toll-free niunber to make a 
determination of a location of the mobile phone; 

wherein the second control component connects the toll-free call to the mobile phone at 
the location. 

7. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim S> whorein tho mobilo phono ia 
dsgooiat e d with tho toll froc numbor and a standard tolophone munb e r; 

wherein the second control component employs the toll-free number to make a 
determination of the standard telephone number associated with the mobile phone, wherein the 
second control component employs the standard telephone number to make a determination of a 
location of the mobile phone. 
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8. (original) The apparatus of claim 7, wherein the second control component searches 
a home location register componrat for an entry associated with the standard phone munber to 
make the determination of llie location of the mobile phone; 

wherein the second control componeat connects the toll-free call to the mobile phone at 
the location. 

9. (canceled) Tho apporotua of oloim 7, whoroin the oooond oontrol oomponont adds a 
billing r e cord for tho toll froo ooll to one or moro billing rooordo oooooiated with the standard 
telephon e number; 

whoroin tho oooond oontrol oomponent oonoolidatog tho billing rooord of th e toll fre e o aB 
with tho one or more billing records asisociotod with tho otondard tal e phone nirnibor for an o^ i Ti e r 
of th e mobile phon e. 

10. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, whoroin tho one or moro toll froo 
oallD placed by tho on e or moro uooro of tho on e or moro communication dovio e o to tho one or 
moro toll froo numbors aaoooiatod with th e on e or moro mobilo phonoo oomprio e a toll - free o aH 
plaood by a uaor of a oommimioation dovioo to o toll free number asoooiat e d with a mobil e 
phono> whoroin tho mobilo phon e is asflooiated with tho toll fr ee number and a atandnr rl 
tolophono numb e r; 

wherein the control component sends an indicator of the toll-free call placed by the user 
of the communication devices to the toll-free n\miber to the mobile phone; 

wherein a user of the mobile phone employs the indicator to distinguish the toll-free call 
from a standard telephone call. 
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11. (original) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the one or more control components 
compile billing information of the one or more toll-free calls, wh^ein one or more owners of the 
one or more mobile phones are responsible for one or more bills based on the billing 
information; 

wherein the one or more users of the one or more communication devices are free from 
responsibility for the one or more bills. 
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12, (ciHTently amended) A method, comprising the steps of: 

bypassing one or more service control point components with one or more toll-ftee calls 
from one or more communication devices to one or more toll-free numbers; and 

connecting the one or more toll-free calls to one or more mobile phones associated with 
the one or more toll-free numbers; 

wherein the one or more toll-free calls from the one or more comm unication devices to 
the one or mor& toll-free numbers comprise a toU-fi^ ca ll from a communication device to a 
toll-free number, wherein the one or more mobile phones comp rise a mobile phone> wherein the 
one or more service control point components comnrise a service control point component, 
wherein the mobile phone is associated with the toll-free num ber and a standard telephone 
number 

the method further comprising the steps of: 

compiling a billing record for the toll-free call associaled with the toll-ft iee number: and 
combining the billinp record for flie toll-free call with one or more billin g records for one 
or more standard telephone calls associated vnih the standard telephone number. 
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1 3 . (currently amended) Th e method of olaim 12, whoroin tho on e or mor e toll fr ee 
ooUq from the one or more oommunioation d e vicoa to th e ono or moro toll froo nirnibero compng e 
g toll fi-ee call from a oommunioatiQQ d e \do e to a toll froo numb e r, whoroin th o ono or moro 
mobile phonos comprioo a mobilo phono, wh e r e in th e ono or moro oervioo oontrol point 
oomponentp oompriso a Gorvioo oontrol point oomponent, w herein the step of bypassing the 
service control point with the toll-free call from the communication device to the toll-free 
number comprises the steps of: 

receiving the toll-free call to the toll-free number from the communication device; 
matching the toll-free number with a telephone number of one or more telephone 
numbers stored in a database component; and 

passing the toU-free call to the mobile phone. 

14. (origfaial) The method of claim 13, wherein the step of passing the toll-free call to 
the mobile phone comprises the steps of: 

searching a home location register component for an entry associated with the toll-free 
number to make a determination of a location of the mobile phone; and 
connecting the toll-free call to the mobile phone at the location. 
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15- (currently amended) The method of claim 13, whcsroin tho mobile phono io 
Qo s ooiatod with the toll froo number and a stopdord tolophono number, w herein the step of 
passing the toll-free call to the mobile phone comprises the steps of: 

making a detemiination of the standard telephone number associated with the mobile 
phone through employment of the toU-firee number; and 

connecting the toll-free caU to the mobile phone through employment of the standard 
telephone number or the toU-free number. 

16. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the step of connecting the 
communication device to the mobile phone through employment of the standard telephone 
number or the toll-free number comprises the steps of: 

searching a home location register compon»t with the standard telephone number or the 
toll-free number to make a determination of a location of the mobile phone; and 
connecting the toll-free call to the mobile phone at the location. 

17. (canceled) Tho method of claim 15, wh e r e in tho otop of oonn e oting th e 
oommunicotion dovioe to tho mobile phon e through e mploymont of tho standard t e l e^oHe 
numb e r or tho toll froo nimibor oomprioop the otepo of: 

compiling a billiag rooord for th e toll froo oall ogoooiatod with tho toll - fiioo numb e r; - afl d 
Gombining tho billing rooord for th e toll froo oall with on e or more billing records for on e 
or moro otandord t e l e phone calla oooociat e d with tho otandard tolophon e numb e r. 
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18. (oTigina]) The method of claim 12, wherein the one or more mobile phones 
associated with the one or more toll-free nxmibers comprise a mobile phone associated with a 
toll-free number, wherein the one or more toll-free calls from the one or more conmnmication 
devices com|>rise a toll-free call from a communication device, the method further comprising 
the steps of: 

sending an indicator to the mobile phone; and 

indicating with the indicator that the toll-free call originated from employment of the toll- 
free number by a user of the communication device. 

19. (previously presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the one or more mobile 
phones associated with the one or more toll-free numbers comprise a mobile phone associated 
with a toll-free number, wherein the one or more toll-free calls from the one or more 
communication devices comprise a toll-free call from a conununication device, wherein the step 
of connectmg the toll-free call to the mobile phone associated with the toll-free number 
comprises the steps of: 

connecting the communication device to the mobile phone in the toll-free call; 
preventing a charge to an owner of the communication device for the toll-free call; and 
charging an owner of the mobile phone for the toll-free call. 
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20. (currently amended) An article, comprismg: 
one or more computer-readable signal-beaiing media; 

means in the one or more media for bypassing one or more database components with 
one or more toll-free calls from the one or more communication devices to one or more toll-free 
numbers; and 

means in the one or more media for connecting the one or more toll-free calls to one or 
more mobile phones associated with the one or more toll-free numbers; 

wherein the one or more toU-free calls from the o ne or more oommumcation devices to 
the one or more toll-free numbers comprise a toU-free ca ll from a cominunication devipe to a 
toll-free number, wherein the one or more mob ile phones comprise a mobile phogp, wherein the 
one or more service control point components comprise a servi ce control point compoyi^t, 
wherein the mobile phone is associated with the toll-fr ee number and a standard telephone 

number: 

the article further comprising: 

means in the one or more media for compiling a billing record for the to ll-free call 
associated with the toll-free number: and 

mftflt ^R IP the one or more media for combining the bi lling record for the toll-free call with 
one or more billing records for one or more standard telep hone calls associated with the standard 
telephone number . 

21 . (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 1 , wherein the one or more mobile 
phones are associated with only the one or more toll-free numbers. 
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22. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 9, wheredn the second control 
component passes the billing record for the toll-free call to one or more external billing centers to 
compile one or more consolidated bills based on the toll-free call. 
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
